REAGAN, MUBARAK HOLD TALKS ON MIDEAST ISSUES

[Text] Washington, 3 Feb (XINHUA)--Egyptian President Husni Mubarak declared here 
today, “the key to peace and stability" in the Middle East “is to solve the 
Palestinian problem." "A just solution of this problem must be based on mutual 
recognition and acceptance," he noted. 


Mubarak arrived here yesterday for a 4-day official visit, the first since becoming 
president last October, which is regarded here as providing an opportunity to 
"demonstrate continuity in U.S.-Egyptian relations." 


Speaking at an official arrival ceremony at the White House, Mubarak reiterated 

the call for a dialogue with the Palestine Liberation Organisation as the designated 
Palestinian representative. "Both sides have an inherent right to exist and func- 
tion as a national entity, free from domination and fear," he said. "The exercise 
of the right to self-determination cannot be denied to the Palestinian people. 

In fact, it is the best guarantee for Israeli security. This is the lesson of 
history and the course of the future." 


In a speech of welcome, President Ronald Reagan said that the United States is 
willing to continue its role of a partner with Egypt and Israel "to seek a lasting 
peace in the Middle East between Israel and all its Arab neighbors" and that the 
Camp David process “is a first step towards that goal." 


Without naming the Soviet Union specifically, Reagan expressed concern at the 
expansion of a "power" which he said also "encourages hatred and conflict, hoping 
to take some advantage of instability" within the Middle East. "The United States 
stands firmly with Egypt and other Middle East nations concerned with the Middle 
East security," he said. 


President Mubarak began talks with Reagan and they were later joined by Vice 
President George Bush, Secretary of State Alexander Haig and other U.S. officials. 


A senior administration official told reporters after the meeting that the two 
presidents reviewed the Middle East regional security situation and the Egyptian- 
U.S. cooperation in that context. During the discussion of the "strategic problem 
in the conte xt of Soviet pressures and Soviet influence" in the area, he said, 
"There was a reconfirmation of our identity of views on the strategic situation in 
the region." , 








He said there was a mutual recommitment to the Camp David accords and the talks 
on Palestinian autonomy as "the appropriate and only vehicle" for addressing the 
Palestinian problem. 


However, he revealed that there were “varying interpretations of ‘national entity' 
including a poiitical body which is not independent." 


U.S. economic and military assistance to Egypt was also discussed. 


The two presidents will meet again Thursday.

GREEK PREMIER, FRG LEADERS DISCUSS NATO, EEC

[Text] Bonn, 4 Feb (XINHUA)--Greek Prime Minister Andreas Papandreou wound up his 
4-day visit to this country and left here for home today, having discussed with 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt problems confronting NATO and EEC. 


Papandreou gave Schmidt a detailed account of the Greek-Turkish issue and appealed 
for his mediation for a solution to the Cyprus problen. 


At a joint press conference given by the two leaders, Papandreou reiterated his 
criticisms of EEC and NATO and demanded for his country a special status in the 
economic community because of its lesser development in industry and agriculture. 


Schmidt told him that EEC and NATO make their decisions on the basis of consensus 
of the entire membership of the two organizations. Therefore, no special status 
could be given to Greece. He advised that Greece and Turkey should continue their 
talks in search of a solution to their dispute and that his government was ready 
to help its two allies find such a solution. 


In an interview with the Athens newspaper TO VIMA, Schmidt said that in the past 
few years the Greek security system had been improved and that Greece's return to 
NATO's military set-up strengthened the hand of the West and increased Greece's 
security. 


Papandreou also held talks with Defense Minister Hans Apel. The government of the 
Federal Republic said it would continue to supply Greece with defense assistance, 
but would not arm Greece to oppose Turkey. 


Greek Prime Minister Papandreou arrived here Monday. This is his first visit 
abroad since he assumed his post last October.

ITALIAN CP .EADER REBUTS SOVIET CRITICS

[Text] Rome, 2 Feb (XINHUA)--The general secretary of the Italian Communist Party, 
Enrico Berlinguer, has challenged the Kremlin to let the Soviet party membership 
be fully informed of the views and stand of his party. 


Speaking at a party rally in the Adriatic port city of Bari in South Italy on 
31 January, Berlinguer said his party rejected the "insults and accusations" 
leve}led against it by official Soviet journals, the latest being an article in 
the Soviet party monthly, KOMMUNIST. 


The KOMMUNIST article accuses the Italian Communist Party of “departing from 
Marxism-Leninism and switching to positions alien and harmful to the cause of 
socialism and peace." 


To the charge that the ICP leaders "have actually joined...the overall line of the 
anti-socialist propaganda," Berlinguer replied in his Bari address that the question 
should be answered by Italian communists alone, who are "protagonists of many 

a struggle" against imperialism, colonialism, warmongers and adversaries of the 
struggle for the liberation and independence of nations. 


Refuting another KOMMUNIST charge that the ICP wants to impose its own model of 
sdécialism on others, Berlinguer said that his party wanted the ideas of democracy 
and socialism to be respected and honored, above all, the right of every nation 
to choose its own path without any imposition. 


"We believe that the time of excommunication has long passed. But what we now hear 
again is the voices of those who consider themselves to be in charge of protecting 
the dogmas and passiig down condemnations, playing the role of some sort of supreme 
tribunal," he said. 


He added that "many errors have been committed and much harm has been done by this 
method in the past" and that "this is how in the year 1948 the Yugoslav communists 
were condemned, with the accents and even words that unhappily resemble that used 
to censure the Italian Communist Party."

POLISH GOVERNMENT IMPOSES PRICE HIKES

[Text] Warsaw, 1 Feb (XINHUA)--Food, fuel and electricity prices increased up to 
400 percent in Poland, it was announced today. These were the largest price hikes 
since the People's Republic of Poland was founded in 1944. 


The price hikes, proposed by the government early last month, were confirmed by 
the Council of Ministers on 27 January. 


According to PAP, prices of milk, butter, sugar, meat and 34 other basic foods 
increased 200 to 400 percent, an average of 240 percent, and the cost of heating 
and electricity increased 100 to 200 percent, an average of 170 percent. 


The price hikes added another 391.5 billion zlotys to household budgets. To cushion 
the impact on household budgets, the government decided to give employees special 
subsidies, ranging from 750 zlotys to 1,400 zlotys a month. 


Previous government attempts to raise food prices in the past decade have caused 
riots and strikes that eventually brought down two Communist Party leaders. Aware 
of the potentially explosive nature of the issues, Polish authorities presented 
information about the increases in the state media for weeks before the increases 
took effect. 


Meanwhile, in view of the widespread discontent with the higher prices fixed by the 
enterprises themselves, the government decided to add canned food for children, sea 
fish, textiles, chemical products such as detergents, soap and toothpaste and other 
items of daily use to the list for price regulation by the state. 


The government has been exercising total control over prices for essential commodities 
and services. This applies to bread, flour, meat and meat products, poultry and 
poultry products, fats, milk, cream, butter, vegetable oil, sugar, rice, tea, coal 
and coke, central heating and hot water, gas, electricity, city transport and rail 
and motor transport, medical supplies and nursery and kindergarten fees. 


The government now decided to set up a price control bureau and a committee for 
public supervision of the prices, in which consumers’ associations will take part. 


Prices for consumer goods produced by the country's pvblic sector are now either 
fixed or regulated by the state. Between the enterprises, items are bought or 
sold at contract prices. And goods not listed for state regulation are priced 
freely by the producers themselves.

U.S. SECRETARY OF STATE ON WORLD ISSUES POLICIES

[Text] Washington, 2 Feb (XINHUA)--U.S. Secretary of State Alexander M. Haig, Jr. 
stated today that "Soviet complicity in the Polish crisis, coming while Soviet 
troops occupy Afghanistan and Moscow's arms flood Cuba, undermines the very basis 
for productive East-West relations." 


Testifying before the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, the state secretary 
outlined U.S. positions on major international problems, including U.S.-Soviet 
relations, the Polish crisis, the Middle East peace process and the situation in 
Central America. 


Explaining his recent talks with Soviet Foreign Minister Gromyko in Geneva, which 
the conservatives attacked for softness toward the Soviets, Haig once again quot-7d 
President Reagan's statement that in time of crisis, communication between the 
United States and the Soviet Union is essential. He assured the senators that 
"the Soviet role in Poland and elsewhere, especially Moscow's lack of restraint, 
was uppermost in my discussions, with Mr Gromyko." 


On the Polish crisis, Haig expressed the hope that "continued unity" among the 
Western nations and concrete pressure, coupled with “positive offer to help the 
Polish economy," would "offer the best prospect for affecting the future of freedom 
in Poland." 


The Polish crisis "is far from over," Haig said. "The West can and must act to 
influence the situations." Because, other than encouraging both Warsaw and Moscow 
"to reconsider their march toward the abyss in Poland," "our handling of the Polish 
crisis will have far-reaching implications for Western credibility." Without 
taking "serious actions," he ‘aimed, "the Soviets might be encouraged to test our 
resolve at other critical points in the world." 


He said the Reagan administration had been pursuing "a two-track strategy: Imposing 
unilateral sanctions and seeking unified allied actions" to push for "an end to 
repression, a release of political prisoners, and a restoration of those rights... 
that protect the independence of the union movement and the Church" in Poland. 

Short of this, he said, the U.S. "will not do business as usual with either Poland 
or the Soviet Union." 











he briefed the senators on his short visits to Cairo and Tel Aviv last month. 
Fe had no concrete achievement to report other than saying that Egypt and Israel 


had agreed “to strive for a declaration of principles (of agreement on Palestinian 
autonomy) as soon as possible, but without artificial deadlines." 


On the Central American situation, he mentioned "two di tinct but related challenges," 
one is “the economic and social upheavals," and the other is the threat ffrom the 
Soviet-supported Cuba and Nicaragua. Once again he accused Cuba of “systematically 


expanding its capacity to project military power beyond its own shores." "We will 
do whatcver is necessary to contain the threat," he said.

DPRK FIGURE CALLS CHON PROPOSAL 'HUMBUG'

[Text] Pyongyang, 2 Feb (XINHUA)--The so-called "unification proposal" put forward 
by Chon Tu-hwan on 22 January is a humbug designed to create "two Koreas" under 
the veil of reunification, said (Yo Yon-ko), director of the Secretariat of the 
Central Committee of the Democratic Front for the Reunification of the Fatherland 
on 27 January, according to a KCNA report here. 


She said: "In bringing forward the unification proposal the South Korean rulers 
sought to keep off the great influence of our proposal for founding the Democratic 
Confederal Republic of Koryo and deceive public opinion at home and abroad by 
creating the impression that they were doing something for reunification, and thus 
deliver themselves from internal and external isolatiou and, furthermore, gratify 
their desire for long-term office." 


She added, "The South Korean rulers, ignoring the most feasible and reasonable 

proposal for founding a confederal state based upon the specific conditions of our 
country, proposed to hold ‘general elections’ which are impossible for the present, 
shelving such fundamental problems as the withdrawal of foreign troops and democra- 


tization. This, in fact, means refusing reunification and wanting to keep the country 


divided into 'two Koreas' forever. And the so-called agreement on basic relations 
between North and South is designed to prolong the division indefinitely with such 
things as ‘non-interference in other's internal affairs' and ‘opening permanent 
liaison missions’ by having an ‘agreement’ signed between the North and the South 
as between different countries." 


Kim Pong-chu, chairman of the Central Committee of the General Federation of Trade 
Unions of Korea, in a public statement on 29 January denounced Chon Tu-hwan's 
so-called "unification proposal." He said, this proposal "is intended to pattern 
the relations between them on the relations between different national states, not 
within one national state. This is, to all intents and purposes, an undisguised 
script of permanent division for legalizing "two Koreas." [Quotation marks as 
received |] 


He stressed that if the South Korean authorities really have a desire for the 
reunification of Korea, they should immediately demand the U.S. troop withdrawal 
from South Korea and stop the policy of confrontation between the North and the 
South. 











The Central Standing Committee of the General Assoclation of Korean Residents Iti 
Japan (Chongnyon) in a statement on 29 January pointed out that the conclusion of 
an "agreement on basic relations between the North and the South" is a reproduction 
and extension of the "two Koreas" policy pursued by Pak Chong-hui in the past at 
the instigation of the U.S. imperialists and is aimed at eternally splitting our 
nation into "two nations" and legalizing this split. 


The question of Korean reunification should be solved on the publicly recognized 
three principles of national reunification--independence, peaceful reunification 
and great national unity. To this end, the obstacles to the national reunification 
must be removed first of all.

ARAB UNION CONDEMNS U.S. SUPPORT FOR ISRAEL

[Text] Kuwait, 1 Feb (XINHUA)--The Arab Parliamentary Union today denounced the 
United States as "a full partner" in the Israeli aggression against the Arab nation. 


In one of the resolutions adopted at its 3-day conference, the union said that the 
U.S. use of veto to prevent imposing international sanctions on Israel for its 
unlawful act of annexing the Golan Heights is a provocation to the Arab countries 
and an encouragement of aggression. The union called on the Arab governments to 
adopt forceful and tangible procedures against U.S. interests in the Arab region. 


The union absolutely rejected Israel's decision to impose its law on the Golan 
Heights and considered it null and void. It said that the annexation of the Golan 
Heights is an “act of aggression on the whole Arab nation and an escalation of the 
imperialist-Zionist plans." 


The union expressed support for Syria to use all means to liberate the Arab land 
and for the Palestinians to restore their rights to establish an independent state 
under the leadership of their sole legitimate representative, the PLO. 


The union called for mobilizing all Arab potential and the establishment of Arab 
solidarity on the basis of concentrating Arab efforts for a strategic balance 
confrontation with Israel. 


The union called for a unified Arab strategy for Lebanon following a thorough 
discussion of the Lebanese question covering all aspects of the problem particularly 
the status of South Lebanon. 


The union supports all the decisions on Gulf security adopted by the Gulf Coopera- 
tion Council. 


Referring to the Iraqi-Iranian war, the union renewed its stance calling for an 


immediate end of military operations and the start of direct negotiations between 
the two sides.

INDIA, PAKISTAN CONTINUE ‘NO-WAR' TALKS

[Text] New Delhi, 1 Feb (XINHUA)--India and Pakistan today reached a "measure of 
mutual understanding" for a no-war pact and agreed to continue discussions later 
this month in Islamabad. 


This was contained in a joint statement read out at a news conference held here 
today by Pakistani Foreign Minister A. Shahi and Indian Foreign Minister Narasimha 
Rao after the final round of their 3-day talks. 


The statement said that "the air had been sufficiently cleared" to facilitate a 
no-war pact. 


The ministers agreed that such a pact would contribute to peace and stability in 
the region. They recognised the desirability of further action to pursue their 
common objective of promoting contacts between the people of the two countries. 


The statement said, the two sides, reviewing the situation in the region and 
important international developments, shared a similarity of views on many issues. 
On Afghanistan, they reaffirmed their adherence to the declaration of the nonaligned 
foreign ministers’ meeting in New Delhi in February, 1981. 


Replying to a question at the news conference, the Pakistani foreign minister 
said Pakistan regarded Indian Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's offer of a friendship 
treaty as an expression of goodwill and her desire to live in peace with Pakistan. 
He said that renun: iation of the use of force must remain the central provision 

of any non-aggression treaty or friendship treaty.

Addressing a press conference at the Lahore airport upon his return from a 4-day 
dialogue with the Indian foreign minister at New Delhi, Shahi said that there had 
been a seriousness of approach on the part of the Indian side, such a seriousness 
and their commitment to a second round of talks from the point at which the discus- 
sion was left today were positive outcomes. 


He said a high level team of Indian officials would arrive in Islamabad by the 
middle of February to continue the discussion. 


Shahi said that it was his thinking that to a very large extent many of the mis- 
apprehensions regarding the P-kistan proposal seemed to have been removed. 


Asked to comment on the possibility of a -.summit meeting, the foreign minister said 
that a meeting between the president of Pakistan and the prime minister of India 
could take place whenever the ground was considered to have been sufficiently 
prepered for that. 


Asked whether he was foreseeing a long road to the signing of proposed non-aggression 
pact, the foreign minister said "possible, I cannot reply to it." 


Commenting on the statement of the Indian prime minister that Pakistan was in 
occupation of Indian territory in Kashmir, Shahi said that the Pakistan position 
was that Jammu and Kashmir was a disputed territory and that this dispute remained 
to be settled. He did not think that there was any disposition on the part of 
India to challenge the proposition that this dispute remained to be settled. 

This was so stated in the Simla agreement also.

SRI LANKA MINISTER COMMENTS ON NONALIGNED STAND

[Text] Colombo, 4 Feb (XINHUA)--Sri Lanka Foreign Minister A.C.S. Hameed said that 
his country has been faithful to the ideals of the Nonaligned Movement in the 
conduct of her foreign policy. 


In a statement issued on the eve of the island's independence day (4 February), 

he said that Sri Lanka's relations with her immediate neighbours since independence 
“have been strengthened by increasing collaboration in economic, trade, cultural 
and other fields." 


He said, "On a political level, the South Asian region has always felt the lack 

of a forum for discussion and consultation." "This was, indeed, an idea that Sri 
Lanka herself always considered a much needed one. Consultations are being conducted 
on how to give form to this idea," he added. 


Referring to the Palestinian question, Hameed said, "Sri Lanka has championed the 
cause of the Palestinians and the Arab nations both within the United Nations 

and in other fora, and holds steadfastly to the view that Israel should withdraw 
from all the territories she occupied during the 1967 war." 


On the Indian Ocean peace zone proposal, the foreign minister said, "Recent events 
have underlined the urgency for implementing this proposal." 


"Our foreign policy has earned for us the highest respect among the members of 
the international community," he stressed, adding, "Our independent positions and 
decisions are trusted and respected. This is the result of a foreign policy, 
firmly rooted in the national interests of our country, responsive to the common 
interests of the international community based on nonaligned principles."

UN SPEAKERS CONTINUE CONDEMNATION OF ISRAEL

[Text] United Nations, 3 Feb (XINHUA)--Israel remained in the heat of censure at 
the UN General Assembly today while many member countries were reportedly working 
for a resolution calling for severance of relations with Tel Aviv for its annexation 
of Syria's Golan Heights. 


The special emergency session of the General Assembly, called by the Security 
Council after the United States vetoed a council resolution for sanctions against 
Israel, heard a dozen more speakers today. 


The severest denunciation today came from United Arab Emirates Foreign Minister 
Rashid ‘Abdallah ‘Ali al-Nu'aymi, Qatar Minister of State for Foreign Affairs Ahmad 
ibn Sayf al Thani and Iranian Foreign Minister ‘Ali Akbar Velayati. 


Appealing to all countries to take tle action which the Security Council had been 
unable to take, al-Nu'aymi said political and economic sanctions must be applied 
against Israel and all nations having relations with Israel should reconsider their 
relations. U.S. support for injustice was very regrettable, and Israel would not 
have pursued its aggressive policies were it not certain of this support, he added. 


Al Thani asked for reconsideration of Israel's membership of the United Nations. 
He warned without proper sanctionary measures meted out to Israel, it would annex 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip next. 


The Iranian foreign minister called for the formation of a “united Islamic front" 
ayainst Israel and the use of the oil weapon against the United States, which he 
called the "great Satan." 


Outside the General Assembly whose decisions are not binding and nsusceptible of 
veto, Arab and some other developing states are preparing a draft resolution to be 
submitted to the General Assembly strongly deploring the U.S. veto in the Security 
Council and calling on all nations to refrain from supplying arms to Israel and to 
sever diplomatic, trade and cultural relations with it. 


Other speakers at the special session today included representatives from Congo, 
Nepal, Ethiopia, Japan, Mongolia, Finland and the European Economic Community. 





Uddhav Deo Bhatt of Nepal denounced the annexation of the Golan Heights as a serious 
threat to the already fragile structure of peace in the Middle East and a dangerous 
precedent undermining the accepted norms of international relations. He urged 
Israel to rescind its decision. 


Speaking on behalf of the 10 EEC members, Edmonde Dever of Belgium stated that the 
10 condemned the Israeli position and considered the Israeli laws regarding the 
Golan Heights and Jerusalem as null and void. An end had to be put to the occupa- 
tion of the Arab territories, she emphasized. 


Permanent representative of Japan Masahiro Nishibori pointed ou* that the annexa- 
tion of the Golan Heights and other Israeli violations of Arab sovereign interests 
will only lead to increasing isolation of Tel Aviv itself in the international 
community.

[Text] According to a report by Radio Democratic Kampuchea, Cun En [2504 1869], 
county magistrate of Siem Reap County of Siem Reap Province who was appointed by 
the Vietnamese authorities in Kampuchea, defected to the Democratic Kampuchean [DK] 
forces not long ago. ‘ 


Cun En was formally a villager of De Ben [1795 2609] village of Siem Reap County. 
After the Vietnamese troops occupied this area in 1979, he was appointed by the 
Vietnamese authorities in Kampuchea as a village head of De Ben village and later 
promoted to be chief of a group of villages. He was sent to Vietnam for a 3-month 
training period. After that, he was appointed to be county magistrate of Siem Reap 
County. In April 1980, the Vietnamese authorities in Kampuchea suspected that he 

had dealings with DK forces. He was therefore sent to prison and cruelly tortured. 
Such a harsh reality was a good lesson for Cun En and he eventually became politically 
awakened. Together with six other fellow-sufferers, he escaped from prison and 
crossed over to the DK forces. 


the Vietnamese authorities in Kampuchea wrongly thought that fame and gain would 
make common people in Kampuchea become their faithful lackeys and that high-handed 
policy would force the Kampuchean people to obey them submissively. However, 
things are going contrary to their wishes. Bloodstained facts are forcing more an 
more Kampucheans to "go to Liangshan'" and join the fighting ranks of opposing the 
Vietnamese aggressors. Cun En's act has told us that even those who are now still 
working with the Phnom Penh clique are not always willing to serve the Vietnamese 
aggressors and the Heng Samrin regime wholeheartedly. As reported by AFP from 
Phnom Penh, it is precisely because of this reason, inside the Kampuchean puppet 
regime, mutual suspicion prevails. With the development of the situation in 
Kampuchea, more and more people are tending to follow Cun En to resolutely join 
the ranks of the patriotic forces.

EEC HUMANITARIAN AID TO POLAND--Brussels, 4 Feb (XINHUA)--The European Economic 
Community (EEC) Commission has decided to grant a humanitarian aid totalling 

8 million European currency units to Poland, announced a commission spokesman at 

a press conference here today. This decision made yesterday has been submitted

But many of them are detained on suspicion of criticising either the 
policies of the Heng Samrin regime or the presence of an estimated 180,000 Vietnamese 
troops and several thousand of Vietnamese advisors in Kampuchea. A couple of 
examples are given in the report. In one case, the report says, a woman working 

as a public servant was arrested only "for making indiscreet comments abour the 
Vietnamese." A detainee, who later managed to escape from a Phnom Penh jail, 
disclosed that the prisoners “were only allowed to go to the lavatory once a day and 
wash once in 5 days," and that "food was bad and living conditions were difficult."

TACTICS OBSTRUCTING RECRUITMENT OF PARTY MEMBERS SCORED

Door Wide Open'"] 


[Text] Working at the grassroots, we have often heard some responsible comrades 
of the party at the basic level speaking plausibly and at length to nonparty ac- 
tivists at party lectures, and to CYL members, militiamen, and trade union organs 
at report meetings: “Comrades, the Communist Party always keeps its door open; 
provided you earnestly approach the organization...you can always become a member 
of the Communist Party." On hearing such talk, any comrade who wants to advance 
will be immensely inspired. In real life, however, some party branch secretaries 
at the grassroots level have their own ways of keeping the party's door open. 


One way is to keep the party's door wide open. It looks as if they are very enthu- 
Siastic about recruiting party members. They have prepared many reports on non- 
party activists and have accepted many applications for party membership. However, 
they have not done long-term, patient, and meticulous work of training the activ- 
ists. Consequently, at the interview held by county party committee officials, 
these activists cannot answer any questions to qualify them for party membership. 
The only thing to do is to reject all the applications. 


The second way is to leave the party's door unlocked or unlatched. They don't do 
any work to recrult party members, have no lists of names of activists, do not 
take steps to train activists, have no activists in mind for recruitment, and make 
it so that comrades who wish to apply for party membership are unable to find cut 
the way. If you criticize them for not grasping the work of recruiting party men- 
bers, they will justly and forcefully reply that nobody has sent in any applica- 
tions, aid they cannot compel people to join the party. 


The third way is to keep the party's door sometime« open and sometimes closed. 
The treatment varies from person to person. If you want to apply for party mem- 
bership, I have to judge your case according to my "conditions"--first to sce who 
recommends you and your relationship with certain persons, second to see whether 
you will obey me and stay close to me, and third to see whether you are more 
capable than I am and someday will take over my post. The party's door is open 
to those who are agreeable to me; otherwise, I not only will close the door but 
also will prop a bar against it. 
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Whether the party's door is wide open, left unlocked, or sometimes open and some- 
times closed to different persons, despite the varying treatment, the results are 
the same. Those who want advancement cannot receive training, and qualified per- 
sons are kept permanently outside the door. This is one of the direct reasons why 
many party organs at the grassroots level are short of personnel. According to an 
investigation, in the rural areas of Ning'an County 9 percent of the production 
teams cannot form their party groups, only 37 percent of rural party members have 
been elected to the leading groups of production brigades and teams, only about 

50 percent of production team leaders are party members, and in one or two com- 
munes fewer than 30 percent of the leaders of production brigades and teams are 
party members. In enterprises and business establishments, among responsible per- 
sons in workshons and workers' groups and at the basic-level units of cultural and 
educ-tional and health undertakings, the percentage of party members is even lower. 
This situation results in a great deal of inconvenience to the implementation of 
the party's line and policies, and affects in varying degrees the leading role and 
militancy of the party. 


Our party has always paid special attention to the work of recruiting members. 

As early as the democratic revolutionary period, Comrade Mao Zedong stressed: "The 
Communist Party must enlarge its organization and keep its door open to the masses 
of workers, peasants, and young intellectuals who truly believe in the party's doc- 
trines, support the party's policies, and are willing to observe discipline and 
work hard.'' After the transition to socialist construction, our party again de- 
clared that it would "accept...advanced elements as party members from among Red- 
and-expert socialist activists." However, owing to the 10-year internal distur- 
bance, some of our comrades have become confused in their minds and, in the work 

of recruitment, do not look .or candidates from among nonparty activists but rely 
On natural growth, being indifferent to those comrades who want advancement. Other 
comrades choose their candidates not from among Red-and-expert socialist activists 
but only from those surrounding themselves, and use various pretexts to reject 
talented persons who want to make progress and work hard for the four moderniza- 
tions. All of these things harm the development of our party organization and 
constitute a sign of an impure party spirit. We, as responsible persons of party 
Organs at the grassroots level, must ideologically further bring order out of 
chaos, discard all selfish ideas and personal considerations, refrain from doing 
things improperly, proceed from the needs of socialist modernization, perform the 
work of training activists in a down-to-earth manner, and act according to a posi- 
tive and prudent policy in order to draw qualified, Red-and-expert persons into 

the party and solve the problem whereby some of our grassroots-level party organs 
are short of personnel and the quality of their party members is poor.

SIGNIFICANCE OF PROPER GUIDANCE EXPLAINED

[Text] Using the method of tactful guidance in political and ideological work is 
an effective policy of our party. At present, we are particularly stressing this 
policy because of the restoration and carrying forward of our party's glorious 
tradition in ideological and political work. As we carry out this policy, how- 
ever, it is evident that some localities have somewhat distorted it by turning 
tactful guidance into indulgence. For this reason, a discussion seems necessary. 


1. While persisting in the policy of tactful guidance, we should not give up 
criticism. These two things are consistent. By persisting in tactful guidance, 
we can keep criticism in line with the objective law of changes in people's mental 
development, so that those who are criticized will gladly accept ideas of correct 
criticism and we will get the expected results. If we take tactful guidance to be 
"coaxing a person to come around," delightfully talk about using money and goods 
as means of "tactful guidance," and even promise high posts and promotion so as 

to arouse the enthusiasm of those who are not willing to do their work, then this 
way of thinking and doing is wrong. Tactful guidance is a scientific form of 
criticism. If we give up criticism, tactful guidance becomes empty talk. 


2. While persisting in the policy of tactful guidance, we should not fail to be 
on guard. The opposite of tactful guidance is blocking someone's way. However, 
guarding against wrong ideas cannot be considered blocking. What we call block- 
ing means rejecting differences of opinion in an oversimplified and harsh manner 
and suppressing others, but being on guard means taking preventive measures 
against possible trouble. The metaphors which we often use in our speech, such 
as "sounding the alarm" and "giving a preventive inoculation," are what we mean 
by being on guard. 


3. While persisting in the poiicy of tactful guidance, we should not go along 
with the other side. Our purpose in giving tactful guidance is to guide wrong 
ideas and actions onto the right track. We cannot attain our goal by going along 
with wrong ideas and actions. If we know perfectly well that a certain person's 
speech or action is wrong but do not point it out, and even say a few words in 
praise of him, how can we help him to realize his mistakes and mend his ways? 

By going along with the other side, one exposes one's weakness--that is, one is 
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not ideologically healthy, such as being afraid of giving offense, or ingratiating

the other side, and so forth. To hold ourselves responsible to the

PROCESS OF CHANGE FROM NEW DEMOCRACY TO PROLETARIAN DICTATORSHIP EXPLAINED

the Nature of Our Country's Political Power"] 


[Text] The "Resolution on Certain Questions in the History of Our Party Since the 
Founding of the PRC" points out: "From the founding of the People's Republic of 
China in October 1949 to 1956, our party led the people of all nationalities 
throughout the country to effect in a step-by-step manner the change from new 
democracy to socialism." This passage unequivocally answers a somewhat different 
theoretical question that has been asked in the past few years, viz, was there a 
period of change in the initial stage after our state was founded? If there was, 
was capitalism transformed into socialism, or was new democracy transformed into 
socialism? After studying the resolution, at least three points are clear: (1) 
in the initial stage after the founding of the state, there truly existed a period 
of historical change to a different society; (2) when the PRC was founded in Octo- 
ber 1949, what we established was the social system of new democracy, and new 
democracy in itself was a society of a transitional nature; and (3) by 1956, the 
great majority of areas throughout the country had fundamentally completed the 
socialist transformation of the private ownership of the means of production, and 
thus the period of historical change had come to a close. From that time on, our 
country began to enter the socialist society. 


The question now is: did the political power of our country's people's democratic 
dictatorship go through a corresponding process of change? 


In the past the common view was that our country's people's democratic dictator- 
ship changed in essence from a worker's and peasant's democratic dictatorship to 
a proletarian dictatorship, and that it was not a gradual change but a sudden one. 
Before new China was founded, there existed in the liberated areas the political 
power of new democracy, and in October 1949 after the founding of the PRC there 
was an immediate change. That is to say that from the day the PRC was founded, 
our political power was the dictatorship of the proletariat. This view is pri- 
marily based on Comrade Liu Shaoqi's political report at the eighth party con- 
gress. Actually, the report at the eighth party congress, in an overall manner, 
divided the people's democratic dictatorship into two periods: that of the peo- 
ple's democratic dictatorship before new China was founded, which was charged 
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with the task of resolving the democratic revolution; and that after the founding 
of new China, which in essence was the period of the dictatorship of the proletar- 
iat. Looking at the situation as a whole, this formulation is beyond reproach. 
But Comrade Shaoqi certainly did not want here to solve in detail the problem of 
whether a considerably long period was required to change the political power, to 
Change the revolution as well as to change the nature of society. Therefore, it 
is not adequate to cite this report as a negation of the objective fact that in 
the initial stage after the founding of the state there really existed for several 
years a process of change. 


A period during which political power changed did exist. First, the resolution 
quite correctly pointed out that there was a change from new democracy to social- 
ism. New democracy was fundamentally different from capitalism, but at the same 
time it could not but contain things different from socialism. It was a transi- 
tional stage for completing the change to socialism. As everyone knows, the basic 
features in making a certain social form different from other social forms not only 
involves economic factors but also factors in the superstructure including polit- 
ical power. Since October 1949, when new China was founded, is taken as a «tart- 
ing point for the change to the period o: a society of new democracy, then the 
economy at that time was certainly one of new democracy (many kinds of economic 
Statuses) and, similarly, the nature of the political power at that time was cer- 
tainly one of new democracy (a coalition of several democratic classes). Owing 

to the fact that the economic systen and the political system are the principal 
constituents of a society, their natures should be basically unified. Taking new 
democracy as their starting point, they together would make the transition to so- 
cialism. But the change in the nature of political power could be somewhat faster. 
Even if the situation was like this, we cannot, as a result, think that objectively 
there did not exist a definite period in which there was a process of change in the 
political power. 





Second, when new China was founded, our political power was still not that of a 
dictatorship of the proletariat. This was clearly expressed in the preface to the 
common program, in which was written: "The Chinese people's democratic dictator- 
ship is the political power of the people's democratic united front formed by the 
worker class, the peasant class, the petite bourgeoisie, the national bourgeoise 
as well as other patriotic democratic elements of China, and its foundation is the 
alliance of the workers and peasants with the worker class as the leader." Set- 
ting up the political power of the people's democratic united front, with the 
worker class as the leader and with the alliance of workers and peasants as the 
foundation, was definitely not a course of action taken by makeshift agreement. 
As early as 1945, Comrade Mao Zedong at the seventh party congress in his-polit- 
ical report "On Coalition Government," had theoretically solved this problem. 

He said China should not have e2 state system of the dictatorship of the big land- 
lords and the big bourgeoisie, and China also cannot set up a state of the old- 
style democratic dictatorship of the national bourgeoisie. As long as the condi- 
tions are not ripe, the Chinese people also cannot realize the state system of 
socialism. "We propose to establish, after the complete defeat of the Japanese 
aggressors, a new-democratic state system, as we call it, namely, a state of the 
united or democratic alliance based on the overwhelming majority of the people 
under the leadership of the working class." He also said, "The new democratic 
state with its alliance of several democratic classes is different in principle 
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from the socialist state under the dictatorship of the proletariat," and China's 
history took a "special form, namely, the state and political form of new democracy 
with its alliance of several democratic classes.'' Can we see from this what was 
the political power of new democracy? Its specific meaning was clearly expounded 
here earlier. To establish the political power of new democracy throughout the 
country was the common program determined by the seventh party congress, and for 

a long period of time the party's leading people unswervingly struggled for this 
political goal. 


In a series of important documents--the 1948 "Manifesto of the People's Liberation 
Army"; the 1948 "Several Important Questions Concerning the Party's Present Policy," 
"Speeches at the Conference of Cadres in Shanxi and Suiyuan," and "Circular of the 
CCP Central Committee concerning the September Conference"; and the 1949 "Statement 
on the Current Political Situation" and "Report of the 2d Plenary Session of the 
7th Central Committee'"--the party repeatedly reaffirmed the correct policy of set- 
ting up a democratic coalition government for new China. On the eve of the found- 
ing of new China, at the preparatory meeting for the new Political Consultative 
Conference, Comrade Mao Zedong said: "We will convene the Political Consultative 
Conference, which contains delegates of all democratic political parties, all peo- 
ple's organizations, democratic personages of all circles, minority nationalities 
within the country, and Overseas Chinese outside the country, to proclaim the 
founding of the People's Republic of China and to elect representatives to the 
democratic coalition government of this republic." It can be seen that the found- 
ing of new China and the setting up of the central people's government in 1949 was 
precisely the successful realization of the abovementioned stand, which the party 
had been consistently maintaining for many years. If one were to think that once 
new China was founded it had a state system and political system of the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat, then it would be hard to explain our party's congress or 
its program and the series of writings by Comrade Mao Zedong concerning the theory 
of setting up a democratic coalition government. 


Third, the political power of new democracy was charged with the task of resolving 
the bourgeois democratic revolution; the dictatorship of the proletariat would be 
charged with the task of the socialist revolution, changing the private ownership 
of the means of production and thoroughly eradicating the system of man's exploita- 


tion ot man. The difference in task is one of the principal indicators marking 
the difference in political power. In June 1949, Comrade Mao Zedong, in his 
"Speech at the Preparatory Meeting for the New Political Consultative Conference," 
clarified the task for the political power of new democracy after the founding of 
the state. He said: "Once China's democratic coalition government is set up, 

the focal points of its work will be: (1) to eliminate the remaining reaction- 


iries and crush their sabotage; (2) to use the greatest possible power to restore 
ind develop the people's economic undertakings while restoring and developing the 


people's cultural and educational undertakings." Here Comrade Mao Zedong certain- 
ly did not put forward the task of immediately realizing socialism. The facts 
are truly like this. In the first 3 years after the founding of the state, we 


eliminated the remaining armed forces and bandits of the Kuomintang on the main- 
land; realized the peaceful liberaticn of Xizang; through military control set up 
local people's governments at every level; confiscated bureaucrat capital and 
transformed them into socialist enterprises; completed the reform of the agrarian 
system; suppressed the counterrevolution; launched the "three anti's," the "five 
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anti's,'" and the resist U.S. aggression and aid Korea movements; and swiftly 
restored the national economy, which had been seriously damaged by the Kuomintang. 
This great amount of work obviously still did not immediately realize socialism. 
Therefore, the political power that at that time was charged with thoroughly com- 
pleting the task of democratic revolution still was not the political power of the 
proletariat. 


In 1952, the party put forward the general line for the transitional period, be- 
ginning with a systematic socialist reform of agriculture, the handicrafts indus- 
try, and capitalist industry and commerce. The nature of the people's political 
power at this time, if we look at the task it was charged with, was already basi- 
cally that of the dictatorship of the proletariat. However, in another aspect, 
its organizational form had certainly not been correspondingly changed. For not 
too long a period of time, it, as before, retained the form of the central people's 
government which had been organized when new China was founded. Naturally, the 
central people's government undoubtedly played a tremendous role in the initial 
Stage after the founding of the state, but after all it was only an organized form 
of political power that suited new democracy. First, the central people's govern- 
ment was still a democratic coalition government. It manifested itself in, for 
example: half of the vice chairmen in the central people's government were non- 
CCP democratic personages; half of the vice premiers in the State Council were 
also democratic personages; the president of the Supreme People's Court, which 

was part of the central people's government, was also a non-CCP personage; etc. 
They had all been elected or appointed to their posts after full consultation 
among the political parties and groups. Second, although the actual position of 
the central people's government at the time was that of the highest leadership 
organization, just as the "Circular of the CCP Central Committee on the September 
Meeting" of October 1948 had earlier pointed out, it was no more than the "provi- 
sional central government of the PRC." It certainly was not based on a general 
election, but, as a transitional measure, the Political Consultative Conference, 
acting with the powers of a national people's congress, elected a central people's 
government committee, which invested the government with the highest state powers. 
In the final analysis, the central people's government had a political power that 
was provisional and transitional. Consequently, in terms of its task, although 
the people's political power changed its nature after 1952, owing to the facts 
that (1) its organizational form still was not changed in accordance with the de- 
velopments; and (2) the national bourgeoisie still was not eliminated, and repre- 
sentatives of the exploiting clsses still participated in political power. There- 
fore, in this sense, the process of changing the political power had still not 
been completed. 


In September 1954, the First Session of the First NPC was successfully held and 
the constitution of new China was born. The constitution not only proclaimed 

the general task of realizing socialism gradually, but also laid down new regula- 
tions for all state organizations. This was of major significance for the basic 
completion of the process of changing the political power. According to the 
constitution, the NPC, which is the highest organ of state power, was formed, on 
the basis of a general election, of deputies elected, according to the proportion 
of the residents’ population, by provinces, autonomous regions, municipalities 
directly under the central government, as weil as by the armed forces and the 
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Overseas Chinese; the State Council, namely, the central people's government was 
organized and engendered by the NPC. From this time on, the method of forming 
organs of state power on the basis of general elections replaced the previous 
method of forming them primarily through consultations among political parties 

and groups; the formula that represented the interests of the representative dis- 
tricts and the ordinary voters replaced the previous formula that represented 

the interests of political parties and groups, organizations, and specific social 
Strata. In a word, the democratic coalition government of the initial stage after 
the founding of the state had really already been replaced by the people's congress 
system. 


With this, form and content tended to become identical, and the process of change 
was basically completed. Therefore, we say that the change in political power was 
somewhat more rapid. However, the change still could not be considered to have 
been finally completed. This was because the exploiting classes had not been 
eliminated, and so the color of the alliance between the workers and the exploit- 
ers always manifested itself, to a greater or lesser degree, in the political 
power. Only when the basic completion of the socialist reform of the private 
ownership of the means of production, and the national bourgeoisie as an intact 
class basically ceased to exist, would this problem reach a final solution. There- 
fore, in a certain sense, the change in political power and the change in the econ- 
omy, in the final analysis, were still identical. 


Some people asked: in his "Critique of the Gotha Program," Marx made the famous 
remark that a state in a transitional period "can only be a revolutionary dictator- 
ship of the proletariat." Doesn't an analysis like the above run counter to this 
teaching of Marx’? No. Here Marx was only making a critique of the Gotha Program, 
and was not talking about the revolutionary dictatorship of the proletariat or 
about the "state system of a future communist society." Marx certainly did not 
reject the fact that, based on the different conditions in various countries, "the 
revolutionary dictatorship of the proletariat" can take many forms. The political 
power of new democracy in the initial stage after the founding of the state was 
led by the worker class on the foundation of the worker-peasant alliance. There- 
fore, in principle, it conformed with the spirit of the formulation "revolutionary 
dictatorship of the proletariat" that Marx was speaking about. Marx at that time 
could only put forward a generalized scientific thesis on the future "“cummunist 
State system."' We cannot demand that Marx over 100 years ago foresaw the specific 
conditions of China, and what form the people's political power in a large semi- 
feudal, semicolonial country should take. Therefore, the historical existence of 
new democracy in China and the successful completion of the change from the polit- 
ical power of new democracy to the dictatorship of the proletariat--this practical 
experience not only did not run counter to this classical thesis of Marx', but on 
the contrary, was precisely a development and enrichment of the treasure house of 
Marxism.

VIEWS GIVEN ON PROPER ROLE OF SOCIALIST CIVIL LAW 
Shanghai MINZHU YU FAZHI [DEMOCRACY AND LEGAL SYSTEM] in Chinese No 10, 1981 pp 3-5

[Text] At present, the NPC Standing Committee's Legal Commission is organizing 
forces from various quarters to draft the first volume of socialist civil law for 
our country, and has achieved initial success. This is an important measure in 
the acceleration of our civil and economic legislation, and is also a major event 
in the establishment of our legal system as a whole. To promote the making of 
civil law, it is necessary to conduct overall, thoroughgoing studies and discus- 
sions of various issues concerning civil law, such as the role and tasks of civil 
law, the basic principles of socialist civil law, the content, structure, and sys- 
tem of civil law, various important systems in civil law (systems of ownership, 
contract, legal persons, etc.), and other issues. Here, I wish to express my hum- 
ble views on some questions dealing only with the making of civil law. 


I 


Ours is a socialist society based on public ownership of the means of production; 
of course, our civil law should be socialist civil law. This truth seems to be 
easy to say; however, in the practical work of drafting, a clear manifestation of 
the law's socialist character by means of specific articles will not be an easy 
job. Considering both the positive and the negative aspects of our experience in 
socialist construction (including lawmaking) undertaken in past 30 years and more, 
we believe that we should take into consideration and study at least the follow- 
ing points: 


1. Our civil law should focus on representing the will and interests of all the 
people of our country, and should express the party's line, principles, and poli- 
cies in a legal, standard form. At present, the most fundamental and the highest 
interests of a billion Chinese people are to uphold the road of socialism. There- 
fore, our civil law must first stipulate that all citizens and social organiza- 
tions must not infringe upon the interests of socialism in their civil activities 
and must not violate state laws in exercising their civil rights. The consolida- 
tion and development of socialist public ownership should be the paramount task 

of our civil law. 
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2. Ov. civil law should correctly express the objective law of socialist com- 
modity economy, and should promote the development of socialist commodity produc- 
tion. In civil activities, the general principle should be the practice of equal- 
ity and mutual benefit, and compensation for equal value. Our civil law should 
hot only safeguard the independent economic interests of every civil body but also 
protect the interests of the whole state, so that the interests of the state, the 
collective, and the individual can be united harmoniously. It should not only 
give full play to the initiative and enthusiasm of organizations of both all-people 
ownership and collective ownership in production and operation, but also ensure 
the state's centralized leadership over the entire social life by means of eco- 
nomic planning. Economic interests should be integrated with economic responsi- 
bilities. It should not only fix the economic liability for the breaking of a 
contract between interested parties in a civil case but also fix their liability 
for the breach of state plans. 


3. Our civil law should manifest the characteristics of new social relations in 
socialist society. In a society which enforces public ownership of the basic 

means of production, the property relationship between people is different in prin- 
ciple from that in a capitalist society based on private ownership. Take for ex- 
ample the relationship between buying and selling in our society; it is funda- 
mentally different from the relationship between buying and selling commodities 

in a capitalist society, the latter being immersed in the icy waters of egoisnm. 


4. Our civil law should enforce the principle of state intervention in civil 
relations. Socialist civil law is certainly not, and never can be, what the bour- 
geois jurists call "private law." We deny that the civil domain is the domain of 
"private autonomy." This is not only bec.iuse our civil law should adjust the re- 
lationship between "person" and "person" is well as the relationship between 
"dersons" and the public and between the public and the public, but also because-- 
and this is more important--we not only make no attempt to conceal but also openly 
state the fact that, in the interests of the public, the state must intervene in 
civil activities and civil relations. When the Soviet regime produced the world's 
first volume of socialist civil law after the October Revolution, Lenin pointed 
out: "In our view, everything in the economic field is within the scope of pub- 
lic law and has nothing [to do with] a private person.... We must enlarge the 
intervention of the state in the relations of ‘private law.’ Enlarging the power 
of the state to abolish ‘private’ contracts means applying our revolutionary legal 
consciousness, and not Roman Law, to ‘civil law relations.'" ("Lenin's Manu- 
scripts,” Vol 4, p 222) In 1922, even while he was ill, Lenin wrote a letter to 
T. I. Kurskiy, minister of justice of the Soviet Government, who was then respon- 
sible for the work of drafting the Soviet Russian civil code, instructing: "... 
should further strengthen state intervention in private law relations and civil 
cases." ("Complete Works of Lenin," Vol 33, p 172) As regards relations between 
parties to a contract, we adopt the principle of voluntary participation, which 
means that neither party can force his will upon the other, stressing that both 
parties should settle their differences through consultation, unlike the "freedom 
of contract" and "freedom of personal will" advocated by the bourgeois jurists. 
In fact, such freedom is only a deceitful lie, or, as Marx said, a "jurists’ illu- 
sion." ("Complete Works of Marx and Engels," Vol 1, p 69) When people engage in 
social activities, including civil activities, their personal will is, in the 
final analysis, not only restricted by the material living conditions of society

but also kept within the bounds of state laws, state plans, and the public inter- 
ests of society. Any encroachment on others" legal rights, even involving only 
individual citizens, cannot be considered a matter between "private" persons. 
Under certain conditions, the state should take the initiative to intervene. 


5. Our civil law should express, consolidate, and develop socialist morality. 

All laws, including civil law, are the rules of people's conduct officially ac- 
knowledged by the ruling class of the society concerned, according to its own in- 
terests. The ruling class, in law, permits this or that conduct, forbids this or 
that conduct, and thus officially affirms its moral concepts as those of the whole 
society. The bourgeoisie believes that the exploitation of man by man is perfectly 
justified and entirely moral, and thus is entirely legal. On the contrary, we be- 
lieve that the exploitation of man is most immoral and thus must be forbidden by 
law. However, certain moral requirements that are in line with the common inter- 
ests of society (first, naturally, with the interests of the ruling class) are 
actually also reflected in the laws of various countries, which are manifested 
most clearly in the civil laws. The French and German civil codes of the 19th 
century, as well as the Soviet Russian civil code of the 1920's and the Czecho- 
slovak civil code of the 1960's, stipulated in a very similar manner that nobody 
should violate social morality in exercising civil rights and carrying out civil 
duties, and they linked legal acts in violation of social morality with the inef- 
fective consequences of these acts. Our civil law should not only forbid civil 
activities in violation of socialist morality but also (this is more important) 
reflect in legal terms certain fine moral practices of our tradition (such as 
scrupulously abiding by promises, being ready to take up the cudgel for a just 
cause, respecting the old and cherishing the young, finding it a pleasure to help 
others, and so forth), in order to cultivate and develop the high moral values of 
the working people. At present this is of particularly great significance. Dur- 
ing the 10-year period of internal turmoil, the "gang of four" not only endangered 
our party and our nation but also injected a lot of poison into the people's blood. 
At present, the "gang of four" has been politically toppled; however, it is still 
necessary to free many people, particularly the young, from the spiritual shackles 
which the "gang of four" put on them, purify their sullied souls, restore all the 
fine things spoiled by the "gang of four," and thus create a high socialist spir- 
itual civilization. Our new socialist civil law should also undertake this ardu- 
ous but glorious task bestowed on us by history. 


Il 


Our civil law not only should have a clear socialist character but also should 
conform to the national conditions and hi:torical traditions of our country. This 
is to say that we should open up a path o/ our own in civil legislation, and set 
up a socialist civil legislative system with Chinese national characteristics. 


In civil legislation, all countries of the world may generally be divided into 

two categories: one is to draw up a book of statutes, which is called the Roman 
legal system or the continental legal system; countries under this system include 
France, Germany, Japan, and others. The Soviet Union and the countries of Eastern 
Europe basically also belong to this catesjory. Countries in the other category 
do not stipulate civil codes but adopt the form of common law expressed by legal 
precedents; this is called the English legal system or the common law system, and 
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countries under this system Inelude England, the United Statea, Australla, Canada, 
and others. There are also a few countries in between these two categories, such 
as Yugoslavia and Bulgaria, which have no definite civil code but some special 
civil regulations constituting the basic content of civil law. Judging by the ac- 
tual conditions of our country, we have to draw up a body of civil laws; however, 
its content should not be too comprehensive, so that, as far as possible, practical 
issues which can be settled by specific regulations should be settled accordingly. 
Common problems which require unified rules (such as the legal person system, the 
general principles of a contract, and so forth) should be dealt with according to 
the civil law. The wording of civil law should be specific; generalities should 
be avoided; and there should not be vague, general directions. Certain civil mat- 
ters which may be, and have been, covered by specific regulations need not be 
written into specific articles of civil law. In this way, the civil law wis. be- 
come a basic law worthy of the name. The civil law and the special civil regula- 
tions may be drafted at the same time. Special regulations which have matured may 
be issued prior to the civil law. After the promulgation of the civil law, a 
series of special regulations may be further stipulated successively on the basis 
of the civil law. After a number of years, with civil law as the core, all spe- 
cific civil regulations should be put in order, amendments and additions made, 
regulations that are out of date and unsuited to present needs deleted, and a 
"Collection of Civil Laws and Regulations of the People's Republic of China" cur- 
rently in effect compiled. After an additional number of years, another revision 
should be made to include new rules and regulations and to make necessary amend- 
ments and additions to the old laws and regulations. In this way we make new laws 
and regulations on the basis of the basic laws, which are thus made more compre- 
hensive, and we establish our civil legislative system. This system should be 
fairly rational, and can generally meet our practical needs. It can maintain 
relative stability (it is inadvisable to constantly revise civil laws in the 
nature of basic laws); it has greater flexibility (a few separate special rules 
and regulations can be revised, amended, and abolished when the occasion arises); 
and it even facilitates the implementation of laws and regulations (there will be 
volumes of collections of laws and regulations currently in effect available for 
consultation and use). 


My tentative ideas about this civil legislative system of our country come mainly 
from the following conditions: 


i. We only start to undertake the reform of our economic management, have to 


grope for some experience, and gradually try to solve many problems having to do 
with economic relations. This reform cannot be completed within a short period 
ot time. Even after things have more or less settled down, we still have to make 


furtier improvements continually. The relations occurring in the fields of pro- 
duction, supply, marketing, and transportation among socialist economic organiza- 
tions are within the scope of readjustment under civil law. Though basically 
they are relations mutually brought about on an equal status, the relations be- 
tween rights and obligations occur on the basis of contracts; that is the so- 
called horizontal relationship. However, this relationship is linked with rela- 
tions of economic management and with the vertical relationship between higher 
and lower levels. For instance, until the tate capital construction system is 
formalized, it will be very difficult to sign all the contracts in the field of 
capital construction. As another example, for the purchase of farm produce and 
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sideline products we at present are trying to introduce the contrac. system in some 
places, and we will be able co sum up a fairly mature [body of] experience afte: a 
period of time. Therefore, it probably is not possible to draw up civil laws and 
regulations in detail on various practical relations under a contract. The rules 
and regulations may be written more or less in principle; as for details, the de- 
partments concerned may stipulate their own rules, measures, and detailed regula- 
tions, which will be written into law one by one when they have matured. As a 
matter of fact, though generally speaking our socialist economic relations are 
relatively stable at a certain stage, they are continuously developing and chang- 
ing. The civil law which reflects such social relations generally may not be made 
too meticulous or too rigid. 


2. Civil law covers wide fields, includes not only mutual relations among citizens 
but also civil relations among socialist organizations and between citizens and 
various organizations, and involves problems of property and also of persons and 
other aspects. We may say that it has certain connections with people's birth, 
age, illness, death, food, clothing, shelter, and transportation--life and its 
basic necessities--and that it is basically impossible to adopt a statutory doc- 
trine such as the criminal codes of some countries. The civil codes of various 
countries in the world are enormous: the French civil code (the famous Napoleonic 
Decree) has 2,281 articles, the German civil code 2,385 articles, the Japanese 
civil code 1,044 articles, and the old Chinese civil code 1,225 articles. Even 
the Soviet Russian civil code passed in 1964, which is considered a smaller one, 
has 569 articles, and generally, each article has several sections. Voluminous 
as these civil codes are, however, it is not possible to embrace all the aspects 
of civil relations which occur in social life. Besides, modern economic life is 
becoming more and wore complex, and new civil relations emerge cs:itinuously. It 
is said that the Hungarian civil code, which was newly revised ir 1978, provides 
48 types of contracts; however, probably not all the types of contracts in real 
life could have been written down. Furthermore, we should also take into consid- 
eration the fact that legal education is not popular among the masses of our peo- 
ple, and the cadres still have quite limited legal knowledge. It is not suitable 
to have laws with too many articles and sections. 


3. Our country has a vast territory, and the various localities are very uneven 
in their economic and cultural development. In minority nationality regions, the 
difference is even greater. Therefore, in making laws it will not be proper to 
see excessive centralization of state power. Provided that the basic laws can 
guarantee the national legal system for unity of basic principle and spirit, all 
provinces, municipalities, and autonomous regions may promulgate some special 
laws and regulations according to their specific local conditions. 


Consequently, as long as our guiding thought as to legislation is clear and defi- 
nite and our method of working is correct, it is possible that in not too long a 
time our first volume of socialist civil law will appear before the masses of 
cadres and people, and thus will promote the further perfection of our civil 
legislative system. 


[III 


In the work of drafting civil law, we must also pay attention to the necessity 
of making the law both scientific and easy to understand. Here, 1 wish to 
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emphasize the latter aspect. This question should be common to all legal documents, 
and it is particularly important in the expression of civil law. To make laws in 
Simple Language Ls not only a question of legislative technique but also a requi- 
site for the class nature of our socialist country, having the significance of 
universal principle. Perhaps we cannot blame the laws of capitalist countries for 
a lack of scientific approach; however, in expression and language, these laws are 
all very obscure, and among them the civil laws are the most difficult to under- 
Stand. In comparison with criminal laws, the civil laws are much more abstract 
and controversial; therefore the bourgeois judges and lawyers have almost the sole 
right to interpret them, and the common people have no way to know about them. 
Take the civil code of old China, for example. Unless someone had received spe- 
>ial training in jurisprudence, he could not easily understand the code, even 
though he might be highly educated. In the eyes of the common people, who received 
little education, the code looked like a book from heaven. This was what the capi- 
talists and landlords wanted, in order to deceive and enslave the working people. 
After the liberation of the whole country, we carried on the fine tradition in the 
revolutionary bases of writing legal documents in the vernacular, familiar to the 
masses, and made a great deal of effort to make laws easy to understand and to re- 
form legal documents. Chairman Mao and Premier Zhou pointed out repeatedly that 

in drafting documents (including laws and regulations), we must strive to use the 
popular language and not use words nobody can understand. The first socialist 
constitution of our country, drafted under the personal leadership of Chairman Mao, 
set an illustrious example for us in using a scientific language, a logical expres- 
sion of ideas, and simple words. 


In drafting laws and regulations, we must always keep the concept of our "billion 
people" in mind, and we should not only strive to reflect their desires and wishes 
in our laws and regulations but also make legal language and the forms of expres- 
sion understandable and acceptable to them. Of course, some legal terms with spe- 
cial meaning, such as "legal person," "capacity for rights," "capacity for action,' 
and so forth, may still be used when necessary, but some explanation should be 
made insofar as possible. It is not advisable to write too long and too complex 
articles and sections; the best way is to have one article or one section on a 
whole question. The writing should not be too "succinct" in style, but rather 
more words and more phrases should be used so as to explain all issues clearly as 
a matter of principle. Laws are normally [set forth] only in broad outline--un- 
like writing an essay, which may contain narration interspersed with comments. 
Therefore, we must all the more pay special attention to the drafting of laws, 
make them as specific as possible, and refrain from mak*ng them too abstract and 
unfathomable. In short, we must make the substance of «ur civil law express 

'ully its affinity to the people, both in form and in language. 


The foregoing views and tentative ideas about the civil legislation of our coun- 
try may not be proper, and may even possibly be wrong. I put them down in writ- 
ing only to offer a few commonplace remarks by way of introduction, so that other 
persons may come up with valuable opinions.

[Excerpts] This year's 1 February marks the 320th anniversary of the recovery of 
Taiwan by Zheng Chenggong, a prominent national hero in Chinese history. To 
commemorate this glorious day in the history of the Chinese people's anti-aggression 
struggle, let us recall this national hero's great contributions. 


Zheng Chenggong's immortal contribution was his recovery of the Chinese territory 
of Taiwan from the Dutch intruders. Zheng Chenggong's great expedition to recover 
our motherland's sacred territory of Taiwan began in April 1661 when he and his 
25,000 troops set off from Liaoluo Bay, kinmen, on 350 large and small warships. 
After landing in Taiwan, his troops, waving broad swords, charged into the enemy 
camp and headed directly toward Chiqian tower, a bastion of the Dutch intruders. 


Realizing the situation was unfavorable to them, the Dutch colonialists sent an 
official to negotiate peace with Zheng Chenggong and tried to lure him into with- 
drawing his troops from Taiwan. The official told Zheng Chenggong that, if he was 
willing to withdraw his troops from Taiwan, the East Indian Company would, in 
addition to paying tax and tributes annually, give 10,000 pieces of silver to Zheng 
Chenggong. 


But Zheng Chenggong firmly stood on safeguarding the sovereignty of Chinese territory 
and rejected the offer. In his letter to the Dutch governor of Taiwan, who urged 

him to surrender, he said: Taiwan was developed by the Chinese people a long time 
ago. It is China's territory which has been occupied by your country. Now we are 
demanding it back and the land must be returned. 


Zheng Chenggong's argument was entirely legitimate and his struggle to recover 
Taiwan was a just one because Chinese territory must be returned to China and no 
foreign country has the right to occupy it. 


On 1 February 1662 the Dutch colonialists signed a surrender agreement at the 

Taiwan city tower and Zheng Chenggong magnanimously allowed the Dutch colonialists 
to return to their country with their private property, thus putting an end to their 
30 years of sinful colonial domination and reinstating Chinese sovereignty over 
Taiwan. 
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Arter recovering taiwan, Zheng Chenggong ted the garrison troops to open up waste- 
land and grow food grain. He made tremendous contributions to the beautiful island's 
development and prosperity by actively introducing the mainland's advanced cultiva- 
tion methods and farm tools to Taiwan to help develop its production, and by making 
great efforts to develop Taiwan's trade, social order and education. 


Unfortunately, shortly after he recovered Taiwan, Zheng Chenggong died from overwork. 
As he was dying, he ascended the command tower with great effort and looked into 
the distance trying to see his hometown on the mainland. 


Zheng Chenggong died early in the morning on the eighth day of the fifth month of 
the lunar calendar in 1662. He was buried in (Zhouziwu) in Taiwan. 


Several years later his grandson Zheng Keshuang and his whole family moved to 
Yenjing, the capital of the country at that time. Later he submitted a request to 
the authorities asking for permission to move his grandfather's casket to the 
mainland on the ground that it was difficult for his family to take care of his 
grandfather's grave in Taiwan. In 1669 Emperor Kang XI approved the request and 
Zheng Chenggong's casket in Taiwan was moved to the ancestral grave of the Zheng 
family on Mount (Fuchuan) in Shuitou, Nanan County. 


It was a tradition of mainland emigrants to be buried in their hometowns on the 
mainland after they died, and it was the common aspiration among overseas Chinese 

to be able to return to their hometowns when they are still alive. Today, as we 
commemorate Zheng Chenggong's glorious contributions in recovering Taiwan and safe- 
guarding Chinese territory, we cannot help remembering this national hero's consis- 
tent and profound sentiments for his hometown. We deeply feel that our motherland's 
reunification and the return of Taiwan to the motherland accord with the will of 

the people and that it is an inevitable trend of historical development.

[Text] The day 1 February marks the 320th anniversary of the recovery of Taiwan 

by national hero Zheng Chenggong. With profound reverence, this reporter recently 
paid a visit to Shijing Township of Nanan County, Fujian Province, the hero's native 
place. 


Facing Jinmen [Quemoy] Island across a narrow strip of water and situated 40 kilo- 
meters northeast of Xiamen, Shijing is an important hometown of overseas Chinese 
which is also a hub of land and sea transportation. Over 300 years ago, national 
hero Zheng Chenggong stationed his troops here and a number of historical sites 
still exist. They include Tong Cheng Lou [commander's tower], Hai Shang Shi Shi 
[oath-taking site on the sea] and Guo Xing Jing [the Koxinga well]. The Zheng 
Chenggong tomb is also located nearby at Futai Hill. Displayed at the Zheng 
Chenggong Memorial Hall inside the Zheng family ancestral temple are Zheng Chenggong's 
hair, jade belt, dragon robe, shoes and handwritings as well as swords, spears, 
arrows, lances, powder bottles, cannon balls and a special kind of horse feed grass 
and other precious items used by his soldiers. There are also a large number of 
photos and pieces of literature. Visitors to the tomb are frequently seen admiring 
the hero's glorious achievements. 


Many of the members of his East Expedition Army were natives of Shijing. Zheng 
Chenggong and his son, Zheng Jing, and grandson, Zheng Keshuang, recruited poverty- 
stricken people from their native place of Shijing in Nanan and the Quanzhou and 
Zhangzhou areas in southern Fujian and later took them to Taiwan to reclaim waste- 
land to grow grain and develop industries and commerce. Most of these people 
remained, settled in Taiwan and reared children there. Until today, the two 
characters which represent Shijing are seen on the big lanterns which hang at the 
gates of many Zheng families in Taiwan's Tainan, Zhanghua and Lugang counties. 
Many villages there such as Jinjiang, Yuanli, Xidong and Anyuan are named for 
villages in Shijing. Today in Shijing vestiges of Taiwan are also found such as 
the Acacia trees transplanted from Taiwan and many families’ beds which are made 
from Taiwan's special kind of cedar [Machilus Nanmu]. 
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ihe people of national hero Zheng Chenggong's native place cherish special, cordial 
feelings for blood-and-flesh compatriots in Taiwan. In the past, members of the 
Zheng families in Taiwan constantly returned to Shijing to visit their ancestors' 
tombs and update their family trees around the tomb-sweeping and mid-autumn festivals. 
They were cordially received by the native people of Shijing. Today, while admiring 
Zheng Chenggong's glorious achievements, the native people of Shijing think of their 
fellow townspeople in Taiwan all the more. 


We were also told a moving story by some Shijing fishermen who had just returned 
from a fishing trip: Once they encountered a Taiwan fishing boat at sea and upon 
learming that it was running out of engine oil, they immediately presented it with 
their reserve engine oil. After a brief chat, they learned that the captain of this 
Taiwan fishing boat was named Zheng, a native of Shijing of Nana, and an offspring 
of Zheng Chenggong. The lantern mark on his house gate was the two characters 
representing Shijing. Some 60 years ago, his father had returned to Shijing to 
visit the tombs of the Zheng family. When learning that it was a Shijing fishing 
boat that gave the Taiwan fishing boat engine oil, the Taiwan fishermen on this 
boat were deeply excited and entertained the Shijing fishermen on the spot with a 
dinner. Fishermen of both boats toasted each other for an early reunion of fellow 
townspeople.

[Text] The 320th anniversary of the recovery of Taiwan by splendid national hero 
Zheng Chenggong falls on 1 February this year. Taiwan had been China's territory 
since ancient times. 


However, on 1624 it was occupied by Dutch aggressors who ruthlessly oppressed and 
plundered the people in Taiwan. They seized all the arable and and regarded it as 
royal land. They forced peasants to pay exorbitant rent for land and levied 

heavy taxes. They even sent people away from Taiwan and sold them as slaves in 
Java. They fanned discord between the people of Han nationality and the people of 
Gaoshan nationality, exercised strict control over areas inhabited by the people 

of Han nationality and battered down the people's resistance. The brutal rule by 
the aggressors brought tremendous catastrophe to the people in Taiwan. In order 

to drive out the Dutch aggressors and recover Taiwan, Zheng Chenggong and the 
25,000 soldiers he led left (Liaomo) Bay in Jinmen on 21 April 1661. They arrived 
in Penghu on 22 April and then sailed toward the main iland of Taiwan. At that 
time, the Dutch aggressors, after occupying Taiwan fro more than 30 years, had 
built reinforced strongholds. Armed with advanced weapons and naval vessels, they 
were very powerful. Yet, Zheng Chenggong took advantage of the opportune time when 
the Dutch Army's (Van-Delong) had left and not too many troops guarded Taiwan. 
Utilizing the map offered by (He Dingbing) from Taiwan, Zheng Chenggong chose the 
correct path of attacking Luermen near Taiwan, which was strategically important 
but not heavily guarded. He and his troops successfully landed on the main island 
of Taiwan on 30 April. In order to repel Zheng Chenggong's offensive, the Dutch 
aggressors put up stiff resistance both on the land and on the seas. However, the 
recovery of Taiwan was a battle of justice. Imbued with a strong sense of patriotism, 
the Chinese sailors sunk the largest Dutch naval vessel "(Haiketo)" and courageously 
sent out fire boats to destroy the enemy's wooden ships by fire, thus achieving 
naval domination. 


Braving the enemy's artillery fire, the Chinese ground forces quickly repulsed the 
enemy's attacks, and with the assistance of the local people successfully captured 
(Qijian) City on 4 May. Then Zheng Chenggong started the battle to encircle the 
city of Taiwan. Duth viceroy in Taiwan Tei Kokukyo sent a message to Zheng 
Chenggong: If you withdraw your troops, we are willing to pay tribute every year 
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as well as LOO,OUO ounces of silver as gifts to the army units. However, Zheng 
Chenggong refused. While encircling the city of Taiwan, he continued to recover 
other localities. After 9 months of hard struggle, Tei Kokukyo was forced to 
surrender on 1 February 1662. Thus, Zheng Chenggong finally succeeded in driving 
tiie Dutch aggressors out of Taiwan. After the recovery of Taiwan, Zheng Chenggong 
immediately set up administrative organs and began construction work. While 
organizing soldiers to reclaim wasteland, he transformed the royal land into 
government land and leased it to the peasants to develop agricultural production. 
He strengthened military discipline and tried his best to safeguard the interests 
of the people of Gaoshan nationality. He also encouraged the people along the - 
coast area in minaland China to come to Taiwan to reclaim wasteland. Five months 
after the recovery of Taiwan, he broke down from constant overwork and died at the 
young age of 38. 
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NEW LIGHT ON ZHENG CHENGGONG'S RECOVERY OF TAIWAN FROM THE DUTCH

[Excerpts] Having gained entry by deception and fraud into Taiwan in the early 
part of the 17th century, the Dutch aggressors built a number of forts, namely, 
the Zeelandia (known in the Chinese records as Chiqiancheng, Hongmaocheng or 
Taiwancheng at the present day site of Anping) and the Provintia (known in the 
Chinese records as Chiqiancheng or Hongmaocheng at the present day site of Tainan) 
to pursue at first piecemeal encroachment and then wholesale annexation of Taiwan. 
Zheng Chenggong rose in rebellion against the Qing in 1646, the year the Qing 
forces captured Fujian and forced Zheng Zhilong to surrender. Thus alerted, the 
Dutch began to watch closely Zheng's activities and issued reports obtained from 
Chinese merchant vessels from Fuzhou by the Dutch company in Nagasaki, Japan, on 
the possibility of Chinese forces coming to Taiwan to set up a strong base. 

Since then the Dutch East India Company officials in Taiwan had been on tenter- 
hooks over their security. A 17-member board of directors at its head office 
voted in 1650 that "there should be at least 1,200 troops even in time of peace 

to protect the company's properties in Taiwan." A Dutch Jesuit priest who stopped 
in Batavia in 1652 on his way home from China reported secretly to the company 
that Zheng Chenggong, who had been defeated by the Qing forces, had plans to re- 
cover Taiwan. This was follow:d soon by the uprising of Guo Huaiyi in September 
of the same year. Tense and worried, the Dutch were alarmed by recurrent reports 
of Zheng Chenggong's plans to return to Taiwan. This led the East India Company 
to instruct its officials in Taiwan repeatedly to beef up their defense. 


According to volume 1 of "The Misfortunes of Taiwan": "Large numbers of Chinese 
fled to Taiwan between 1658 and 1699. This stirred up a furor and wild specula- 
tions among the local Chinese resicients. In view of the overall situation, prac- 
tically everybody believed at that time that Koxinga would invade Taiwan." 


Intelligence reports on Zheng Chenggong's attempt to recover Taiwan are concen- 
trated in three different stages. The first reports surfaced in 1646, the year 
Zheng Zhilong surrendered to the Qing forces, which had entered Fujian by way of 
Xianxiaguan and swept into Dingzhou and Fuzhou and finally into Quanzhou after 
the demise of Emperor Longwu. The report that "the Qing forces have won a com- 
plete victory in China" is true. At that time, Zheng Chenggong had not gained a 
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foothold elther in the mainland or on the sea. According to intelligence reports, 
the Chinese refugees who refused to surrender to the Qing wanted very much to pro- 
ceed to Taiwan to set up another base. It was not only logical but also urgent 
for those who claimed to be the former subordinates of Zheng Zhilong and subse- 
quently recruited by Zheng Chenggong to seek to return to Taiwan to set up a base. 
The second reports appeared between 1652 and 1653, the 2 years of bitter fight- 
ing between Zheng Chenggong and the Qing forces which had swept into Xiaman once 
in 1651. When Zheng Chenggong laid siege to Zhangzhou in April, 1652, the Qing 
marines again attacked Xiamen while tens of thousands of Manchu and Chinese caval- 
rymen of Zhejiang and Zhili commanded by the famous Qing general, Jinli, attacked 
Zhangzhou in September. The battle to defend Zhangzhou by Zheng Chenggong lasted 
about half a year before it ended in defeat, which forced him to withdraw to Hai- 
cheng. Jinli returned the following April with tens of thousands of cavalry und 
infantry to lay siege to Haicheng. Shelled by hundreds of cannon, the morale of 
Zheng's forces was shattered as casualties mounted. Although he vowed to defend 
Haicheng to the last man, he finally escaped alive. The intelligence report that 
"Koxinga had lost his war of resistance against the Qing and no longer has any 
foothold on the mainland" is somewhat exaggerated even though he had sustained 
setbacks in the 2 years of bitter fighting against the Qing. There is no Chinese 
record to show whether or not Zheng Chenggong had plans at this juncture to re- 
cover Taiwan to set up another base. But he and his subordinates were definitely 
involved in Guo Huaiyi's uprising of 1652. The intelligence repor.s on this mat- 
ter are not only accurate but also borne out by facts. The third group of reports 
cover 1659 and 1660 when Zheng Chenggong had come back after his defeat along the 
Changjiang. According to "True Records of the Expedition," Zheng Chenggong gained 
control of Taiwan in the 12th month, 13th year or the reign of Yongli. But the 
Chinese record is too brief to draw any attention. 


On the whole, the Dutch intelligence reports of the second and third periods are 
well founded. However, we are still unable to confirm the reports of the first 
period. When Zheng Chenggong recovered Taiwan in 1661, he wrote a poem "The Re- 
covery of Taiwan" in which he said: "Struggling through thick and thin, it took 
lO years to recover the old bastion." This puts the very beginning of the cam 
paign back to 1651. Since 10 is a round number often used loosely by poets, we 
should date the campaign from the time of his uprising. Even though we do not 
have any record of overt actions, there is no doubt Zheng Chenggong thought about 
"recovering the old bastion" after he had taken up rebellion. The Dutch intelli- 
gence reports of the first period indicate at least what was about to happen. 


2. Zheng Chenggong's Connections With Guo Huaiyi's Uprising 


Guo Huaiyi's uprising in 1652 was a prelude to Zheng Chenggong's campaign to re- 
cover Taiwan from the Dutch aggressors. The uprising failed but it made the Dutch 
rulers in Taiwan shiver with fear any time the incident was mentioned. This is 
shown very clearly in a report submitted on 10 March 1654 to the Dutch East India 
governor and his council by Nicolaes Verburg, the Dutch high commissioner who 
personally handled the incident: 


"To avoid confusion and panic in case of any sudden attack, we 


must sharpen our vigilance all the time against possible con- 
spiratory schemes of our domestic and foreign enemies. The 
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high commissioner of Formosa should act cautiously and be pre- 
pared day and night. He cannot afford to sleep in peace and 
put the matter on the back burmner.... 


"It sends cold shivers down my spine when I ponder over the 
situation. How could I ever stop agonizing in the face of the 
difficulties and dangers confronting Formosa?" ("The Misfor- 
tunes of Taiwan" Appendix 4). 


Verburg went on to explain how he as the Dutch high commissioner felt terror- 
stricken and sleepless any time he set his mind on the matter. "Our military 
strength compared to theirs is negligible. They are prying about this piece of 
land and can easily stage a rebellion as demonstrated by that of 7 September 1652." 
This is candid testimony given by the Dutch ruler of Taiwan after the Guo Huaiyi 
uprising. 


The Chinese records on Guo Huaiyi's uprising are brief and contain nothing about 
the role of Zheng Chenggong in this incident. According to "The Misfortunes of 
Taiwan," the Europeans claimed that incident occurred at the instigation of Zheng 
Chenggong. "The incident of 1652 bore out the warning that the Chinese residents 
on the island are desperately anxious to free themselves from the extremely op- 
pressive rule of the company. Encouraged and promised support by Koxinga, they 
have staged a threatening rebellion." The Appendix did not document the incident 
because all related reports kept in the Dutch files had not been made public at 
that time. So the role of Zheng Chenggong in the uprising has remained a mystery 
for a long time. Now we know Guo Huaiyi was put to death after his uprising had 
been crushed. The Dutch also captured three other ringleaders. They were taken 
to Zeelandia where they were brutally tortured during interrogation. Based on 
their testimony, the Dutch concluded that Zheng Chenggong was behind this very 
uprising. 


In 1661, the Dutch dispatched from Batavia several gunboats to reinforce the de- 
fense of Taiwan. Two of the gunboats carrying 170 Dutch passengers reached 
Nagasaki on 5 July 1661. They delivered to Hendrick Induk, chief of the Dutch 
trading house at Nagasaki, a letter from Coyett about Zheng Chenggong's invasion 
of Taiwan. The Dutch interpreter in Nagasaki came to Induk's residence the fol- 
lowing day to interview these people who had fled from Taiwan. He put the infor- 
mation in a report for the shogunate administrator of Nagasaki who immediately 
reported the matter to the Edo Bakufu. This appeared as an entry in vol 21 of 


"Yanyou Yuandian Yushiji" covering the 24th day, *** month, lst year of the reign 
of Kanbun (20 July 1661). Induk also entered 1: jiary that the Dutch inter- 
preter in Nagasaki and the burger of Dejima cam ais house on 6 July to get 


information on the war from the Dutch refugees. This confirms the authenticity 
of that written report. In spite of all these, it is still difficult to say what 
role Zheng Chenggong actually played in guiding and supporting the uprising. His 
subordinates might have been more directly involved. 


Many of the Taiwan residents who came from Fujian were relatives and friends of 
Zheng Chenggong's subordinates, and they no doubt maintained some form of contact. 
For instance, He Bing, the Dutch interpreter, was not only Koxinga's personal 
friend, he also worked with Zheng Tai, Zheng Chenggong's finance commissioner 
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"to levy in Taiwan for Koxinga exit harbor duty on merchant vessels bound for 
China." For this, Ho Bing was convicted by the Dutch court. There are records 

in "The Misfortunes of Taiwan" showing letters written by Zheng Chenggong's sub- 
ordinates to Chinese elders in Taiwan. According to Dapper's book, Guo Huaiyi, 
chief of a small village only 2 miles away from Chiqian and a leader of the Chinese 
(from the mainland), was an immigrant from Fujian. He and Ho Bing were both former 
subordinates of Zheng Zhilong but later became Taiwan residents. All these make 
the theory sound plausible. Just before Guo Huaiyi's uprising on 7 September 1652, 
a Christian priest who came from China to Batavia to book a passage on a Dutch 
shipping fleet to return to Holland warned the company secretly: "The odds are 

now against Koxinga who is about to attack Taiwan. So the Chinese residents are 
being incited to rise in rebellion." On 25 July of the same year, the Batavia 
council wrote to Verburg, the high commissioner in Taiwan, conveying to him the 
priest's statement and asking him "to sharpen his vigilance." ("The Misfortunes 

of Taiwan" vol 1 Appendix 2) The warning preceded the uprising by about a couple 
of months and was borne out by the incident. In view of the aforesaid data, Zheng 
Chenggong was definitely involved in Guo Huaiyi's uprising of 1652. 





3. The Earliest Action of Zheng Chenggong to Recover Taiwan 


The earliest move of Zheng Chenggong to recover Taiwan did not take place in 1661. 
It is widely believed on the strength of an entry in the "True Records of the Ex- 
pedition" that Zheng Chenggong decided to recover Taiwan the moment he received 

a map of Taiwan from Ho Bing: "Zheng Chenggong held a secret meeting with his 
field commanders in the lst month, 15th year of the reign of Yongli."” Although 
the "True Records of the Expedition" is a reliable record, it is incomplete as it 
is based on Yang Ying's personal recollections. The map presented by Ho Bing no 
doubt had a bearing on Zheng Chenggong's decision and military plans for the re- 
covery of Taiwan. But the earliest decision to attack Taiwan was not arrived at 
in the meeting of the lst month, the 15th year of Yongli. He had reached a deci- 
sion and began troop deployment in the 13th year of Yongli (1659) right after he 
had received the map from Ho Bing. The "True Records of the Expedition" contains 
an entry dated the 12th month, the 13th year of Yongli: "Resolved to appoint 
Huang Ting, former provincial commander-in-chief and Zheng Tai, finance commis- 
sioner, to direct the commander of the Advance Expedition Regiment (Dai Jie) and 
the commander of the Renwu Kegiment (Kang Pangyuan) to take Taiwan and find a 
place to help the dependents of both officers and men to settle down." The same 
book coutains another entry for the 26th day of the lst month, the 14th year of 
Yongli: "Dispatched Kang Pangyuan, commander of the Renwu Regiment, to go on an 
expedition.” Although the destination of the expedition was not mentioned, the 
timing agrees with the expedition just mentioned. There was another report dated 
the 2lst of the same month that "Dasu, the barbarian commander, had pushed his ad- 
vance units into Fujian province." As a matter of fact, the Qing forces were not 
ready at this point to make a move and Dasu himself had not yet entered the prov- 
ince. It was not until the 3rd month that reports turned up that "Dasu, the 
barbarian commander, had arrived at Quanzhou directing all vessels to get ready 
for immediate attack on Siming. Extensive preparations for the battle by Zheng's 
forces took place in the 4th month. The order of the lst month "to send Kang 
Pangyuan on an expedition" had nothing to do with the pending battle. 
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We have three reasons to conclude that the actions mentioned here were the first 
actions for the recovery of Taiwan. First, according to the ''True Records of the 
Expedition,” Zheng Chengyong told his field commanders in a secret mecting in the 
lst month, the 15th year of Yongli: "I want to capture Taiwan for a base and a 
place to help the dependents to settle down so as to eliminate difficulties back 
home which might hinder our military operations on all fronts and to allow them 
to raise and educate their children."' The fact that Huang Ting, Zheng Tai and 
Kang Pangyuan received orders in the 12th month of the 13th year of Yongli to re- 
cover Taiwan was precisely ''to help the dependents of both officers and men to 
settle down." This agrees with his reasons for attacking Taiwan at a later date 
and marked the very first move to realize his thought on the recovery of Taiwan. 
Second, according to Dutch record, Ho Bing was convicted by the Zeelandia court 

in the same year. This was based on what Zheng Chenggong said to his field com- 
manders in a meeting of the lst month, the 15th year of Yongli: ''The map of 
Taiwan provided by Ho Bing 2 years ago tells us the expanse of fertile land and 
flourishing farms of Taiwan which yield hundreds of thousands in tax revenue and 
the skill of the townspeople in shipbuilding and manufacture." By the 12th month, 
the 13th year of Yongli, Ho Bing had already presented him the map. Zheng Cheng- 
gong, who always regarded Taiwan as Chinese territory, felt encouraged by Ho Bing. 
This is borne out by Zheng's orders in the 13th and 14th years of Yongli to dis- 
patch Kang Pangyuan to proceed with the expedition. Third, after their defeat at 
Nanjing in the 7th month of the 13th year of Yongli, Zheng's forces were compelled 
to abandon the Changjiang base and withdraw to Siming. According to the Qing, 
they were "so pressed and isolated that they had to seize new territories for 
hideouts." Even though this was what the Qing said, new territories were indeed 
a military necessity at that time. The "True Records of the Expedition" contains 
a record of what Zheng Chenggong said to his field commanders at a secret meeting 
held in the 15th year of Yongli: "With turmoil unabated, our position in the 
south has deteriorated even though there are still heirs to succeed to the 
throne.... Our dependents are indeed travel-worn as we do battle on all fronts." 
To sustain a protracted war against the Qing and seek relief for the dependents, 
the need for new territories was obvious. Consequently, when Ho Bing brought in 
the map, he decided immediately to take action to recover Taiwan, a move justified 
by the situation and his needs. 


In 1659 after the decisive battle at Xiaman which lasted only 3 days, 10-13 May, 
Dasu led his infantry back to Fuzhou. Zheng's force, however, were still getting 
ready during May and June for further hostilities and decided "to evacuate all 

tie civilians out of Siming to wait for the enemy to attack." "The dependents of 
the commanders, officers and men moved to Jinman, Wuzhou and Lieyu while the resi- 
dents were allowed to cross the strait if they wish." ("True Records of the Ex- 
pedition"™ p 146) Many people actually moved to Taiwan. Some of the intelligence 
reports were based on what these people had to say. At any rate, the Qing forces 
found it unwise to make any move after June. Zheng Chenggong dispatched an emis- 


sary to challenge Dasu and Li Shuaitai to battle, and left them with women's 
headgear. Dasu and Li kept the headgear and treated the emissary very hospitably, 
an indication that the Qing torces were reluctant to fight at the moment. There 
were very few entries in the "True Records of the Expedition" during July and 
Auyust. The Dutch intelligence sources claimed that the original plan to recover 
laiwan had been reactivated. According to "The Misfortunes of Taiwan," there 

were rumors that Koxinga would attack Taiwan in September because he believed if 
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reinforcement from Batavia did not arrive by September, there would not be any 
more relutorcement for the rest of the year. So the speculation was that he had 
decided to attack Taiwan {n mid-September, the 13th day of the 8th month, 1660. 
Many Chinese claimed that Zheng's junks had left Xiamen and reached Dadan. Ac- 
cording to another piece of valuable information: 


"The information (the arrival of Zheng's forces at Dadan) is 
contirmed by Juko (Zhuge or Zhouge), a Chinese leather merchant 
of ‘taiwan, who boarded the company's pilot boat at Panghu on 

25 April 1660 to return to Taiwan. He claimed his friend Ho 
Bing had fled from Taiwan. While he was in Xiamen, Ho told him 
Taiwan was in serious troubie and showed him a wood replica of 
the Provintia fort. Ho Bing told him Koxinga had scheduled to 
attack Taiwan by the middle of the 8th month but Sauja (Zheng 
Tai) and other officials urged him to postpone it. They did 
not think the time was right because of shortage of weapons, 
army provisions, plus other obstacles. They asked him to post- 
pone it until about 1 month before the rice was to be harvested. 
Ho Bing said they would launch the attack by that time and that 
Koxinga had hired 300 pilots who were experienced in navigating 
in the vicinity of Taiwan." 


This piece of information was confirmed by two Chinese prisoners of war: 


"The information mentioned above was confirmed by two Chinese 
prisoners of war at their trial on 7 September and 20 November 
160. They disclosed voluntarily that Koxinga had such designs 
to attack Taiwan in March a year ago but postponed to mid- 
September." 


March and September in the Dutch records are based on the solar calendar. The 
26th day of the lst month of the lunar calendar was in March. Kang Pangyuan's 
expedition therefore was for the "recovery of Taiwan.'"' Mid-September was the 8th 


month of the lunar calendar. The Chinese records now available are too brief to 
provide any additional clues. At any rate, the September expedition did not mate- 


rialize. The author of "The Misfortunes of Taiwan" also believed Zheng Chenggong 
postponed the expedition because he had received reports about Dutch reinforce- 
ments: "“Juko stayed in Panghu for a weck and learned from mainland Chinese refu- 
veces that Koxinga's plan to attack Taiwan had run into trouble because he had 
received reports of massive reinforcement for Taiwan from Batavia." That is nor 
very accurate. The real reason was lack of provisions to sustain the operation. 
Although Zheny Chengong had captured Xiamen and Jinmen, the available local svpply 
fell far short of his need. Since adequate provisions were hard to come by, the 


campalgn to recover Taiwan just had to wait. The activities of Zheng's forces 
from the 7th month on were the requisition of provisions as shown by the entries 


in the "True Records of the Expedition.” Here are some of the most pertinent 
entries: "Zhou Guanbin, commander of the Right Garrison, and Ma Xing, commander 
of the palace guards, were instructed on the 10th of the 7th month to lead the 
commanders of the Rear, Center, Front and Special units to drive north to acquire 


new territories and provisions." "On the 20th, Zhou Guanbin, commander of the 
Right Garrison, attacked forts at...and seized tremendous amounts of valuables 
and provisions." "(8th day, 8th month) Huang Yuan, commander of the Xuanyi Right 
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Garrison, led two res iments, Renwu and Yiwu, to Chenghatl, Afavehempy and Changle to 
coordinate the requisition ot provisions." It was reported in the 10th month that 
"Dasu had returned to the capital and the marine units had pulled back to the 
shoreline." All war preparations had apparently come to temporary halt. But the 
activities in the llth month as recorded in the "True Records of the Expedition" 
are all avout the requisition of food provisions. "(2nd day, 11th month)...the 
commander of the Rear Garrison led the marines to the south to procure provisions." 
"In the same month, the Right Garrison, etc. entered Chaoyangxian to procure provi- 
sions at Heping and Guiyu.... They defeated the barbarian fleet that had arrived 
to reinforce the defense of Chaozhou and seized all their provisions." The en- 
tries following this were the meeting in the lst month of the 15th year of Yongli 
on the recovery of Taiwan and the beginning of the campaign in the 2nd month. All 
other entries from this point on were about the military operations in recovering 
Taiwan. The Dutch East India Company in Batavia was able to obtain more intelli- 
gence reports from its trading houses close to China to show that Zheng Chenggong 
was still commandeering war junks, provisions and weapons on the eve of his expedi- 
tion to take Taiwan. These serve to fill in the gaps left in the Chinese records. 


The "Batavia Diary" reported on 13 June 1661 that a letter from Jan Van Riuyk, a 
member of the Dutch trading house in Siam, stated: "According to information ob- 
tained from two Chinese sailboats from Indochina and another from Xiamen, Koxinga 
had pathered together near Xiamen over 200 ships and called back from Japan all the 
Nochoda (ship captains) and their ships. They were told to ship back to Xiamen 
only rice, sulphur, tin, lead and saltpeter." Since all they shipped back were 
military provisions and ammunition, the writer of the letter predicted: "Now peo- 
ple believe if the Tartars cut off the supply and trade route between Jinmen, 
Xiamen and the mainland, Koxinga might attack Taiwan or Luzon in the coming sea- 
son." Written on 29 March, the equivalent of the 2nd month by the Lunar calendar, 
what the letter described possibly represented the situation just before Zheng 
Chenggong's actual move against Taiwan. On that same day, the book recorded 
another letter saying: 'Koxinga's three Chinese sailboats came to Siam this sea- 
son, one from Japan and two from China. These three and two more built by Koxin- 


ga's people in Siam were called back to Xiamen." 


The same diary recorded on 17 November 1661 a report from the Dutch trading house 
in Siam saying: "The three Chinese sailboats which came to Siam this year are 
called back to China by Koxinga. These three and two others built in Siam are 
shipping back sulphur, saltpeter, lead, rice and other dry provisions." (Trans- 
lation by Sugijo Naojiro) The report was not dated. Appendix 17, volume 1 of 
"The Misfoctunes of Taiwan" contains parts of a letter written in June 166] by 
lan Van Riuyk and the Council in Siam to the Dutch high commissioner and his coun- 
cil in Taiwan saying: "The five Chinese sailboats which came here last season 
from China and Japan have been called back by Koxinga. Two more sailboats reno- 
vated here have also sailed to Chinese coastal ports, carrying rice, dry provi- 
sions, saltpeter, sulphur, lead and tin." As confirmed elsewhere in the text, 
the letter was dated 30 June. The expression "last season" denotes last spring. 


The other letter which mentioned "this season" was therefore written last spring. 
Since Jan Van Riuyk was the representative of the Dutch trading house in Siam, 
these letters or reports were submitted by himself or the trading house he repre- 
sented. All four reports dealt exclusively with the requisition of ships and 
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Shipments of military provisions (rice and ffleld rations), weapons and other re- 
lated articles. They covered basically identical matters. Even though they are 
of Dutch origin, the facts reported are true. There were no more reports about 
the appearance of Zheng's ships from this point on because Zheng's forces were on 
the way to take Taiwan. These confirm the fact that the procurement of military 
provisions, weapons and war junks went on till the expedition actually began. 
Zheng Chenggong originally decided to attack Taiwan in the 12th month, 13th year 
of Yongli, but had to put it off because of the invasion of Xiamen by the Qing 
forces. While advancing toward Taiwan, his forces were stopped by a storm at 
Panghu on the 27th day of the 3rd month, 15th year of Yongli. Short of provi- 
sions, they combed the island for 2 days and "procured bit by bit only a little 
over 100 piculs, not enough to provide a single meal for the entire army." They 
even faced shortages of provisions after their landing in Taiwan. ("True Records 
of the Expedition") In a word, Zheng Chenggong's earliest move to recover Taiwan 
should be placed in the 12th month, 13th year of Yongli, when he ordered his field 
commanders "to proceed to take Taiwan." The secret meeting for planning the re- 
covery of Taiwan held in the lst month, 15th year of Yongli, was but the continua- 
tion of what he had begun. It is historically incorrect to take the latter date 
as the beginning of the campaign to recover Taiwan. 


4. Concluding Comments 
These concluding comments are meant to clarify the following three points: 


(1) Zheng Chenggong began right after his uprising in 1646 to figure out plans and 
actions to recover Taiwan. The Dutch intelligence reports on this matter focussed 
on three different periods when odds were against  s forces in the mainland, 
namely, (1) right after his uprising in 1646, (2) 1052-1653 and (3) 1659-1660. 
There are facts to prove what he did during the first two periods but there is 

not much to prove what he did during the third period. However, the poem "The 
Recovery of Taiwan" written by him does vouch for his thinking since his uprising 
about the problem of recovering the "old base." 


(2) As attesv.ed by Dutch records and the testimonies of the war prisoners, Zheng 
Chenggong and his subordinates were the instigators behind Guo Huaiyi's uprising 
in 1652. 


(3) According to Yang Ying's "True Records of the Expedition," Zheng Chenggong be- 
gan his military preparations to recover Taiwan as early as the 12th month, 13th 
year of Yongli (1659) and the lst month, 14th year of Yongli. The secret meet- 
ing in the lst month, 15th year of Yongli (1661) and subsequent troop deployment 
were the continuation and expansion of whit had already begun and not the ear- 
liest start of the recovery of Taiwan as traditionally alleged. 


The aforesaid three points are missing in the Chinese records. Since they con- 
tradict the traditional views, we have to proceed with our analysis to see if 
they are well founded. 


The factors which contributed decisively to Zheng Chenggong's decision to recover 
Taiwan are: (1) his real objective needs, (2) the changing situation and (3) his

own thinking about Taiwan. These are the internal causes while all the rest are 
external causes which must work through these internal causes. 


First of ali, let us yo over the real objective needs to recover Taiwan. He had 
to have a rear base to cover both attack and retreat and to provide manpower and 
logistical resources. The anti-Qiug war called for long range planning because 
it was not only a protracted struggle but also a matter of life and death. The 
recovery of Taiwan, therefore, was a military and economic necessity. In answer- 
ing questions posted by the Dutch negotiators, Zheng Chenggong made it very clear: 
"It is necessary to take Taiwan to sustain successfully the operations against 
the Tartars (the Qing)" ("True Records of the Expedition" vol 2). He also told 
his field commanders: "I want to recover Taiwan as a base." This is the real 
reason why Zheng Chenggong decided to recover Taiwan. He did not act on the ad- 
vice or under the pressure of anyone else. 


Second, in spite of his efforts, Zheng Chenggong had sustained a number of defeats 
which forced him to Jinmen and Xiaman, two small areas which were neither able 

to provide the required military provisions and revenues nor good enough to reset- 
tle the dependents of the officers and men at the warfront. Zheng Chenggong dis- 
cussed these problems at a secret meeting with his field commanders. Unable to 
proceed either to the north or the west, he had to proceed eastward to take Taiwan. 
What actually happened was but a matter of time. 


Third, Zheng Chenggong always remembered Taiwan as the old base of his father. He 
told the Dutch negotiators that he came back to claim nis own property and that 
the Dutch who held it on loan as visitors must return it to the Chinese owner when 
he needs it. This is understandable ("The Misfortunes of Taiwan" vol 2). Accord- 
ing to "Unofficial History of Taiwan," he dispatched an interpreter to tell Coyett: 
"This is not your land. It was where the grand master used to train his troops. 
Now the owner is back to recover his land." In note to explain the meaning of "It 
took 10 years to recover the old base," a sentence in his poem "The Recovery of 
Taiwan," he wrote "The grand master kept his troops and provisions here." The 
last two sentences of the poem: "Tian Heng who still had 3,000 followers found 

it quite painful to leave his base" explain his emotional attachment to Taiwan. 
This idea of "recovering the old land" obviously had a tremendous bea. ing on Zheng 
Chenggong's decision to recover Taiwan. 


These three internal causes emerged gradually after Zheng Chenggong's uprising. 


His setbacks on the mainland, the threat to his bastion at Jinmen and Xiamen and 
the shortage ot military provisions and revenues left him no choice but to take 
taiwan. Uo Bbing's pursuasion and advice are only external causes. According to 
the carlicst works on the matter, Ho Bing offered three major arguments to urge 
the recovery of Taiwan. First, "with its expanse of fertile land, Taiwan, good 
enough to match China offensively and defensively" ("Unofficial History of Taiwan") 
("Records of the Fujian Coast"), is an ideal base to support the war against the 
Oings. Second, "the problem of revenue would no longer be a cause of serious con- 
cern once you occupy Taiwan" ("The Granting of a Family Name") because it offers 
satisfactory solutions to all financial and logistical problems ("Unofficial His- 
tory of Taiwan"). Third, "it is your excellency's native land" ("The Granting 
of a Family Name"). All these, however, are externai causes which work through 
the internal causes. 
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the aforesaid Dutch intelligence reports about Zheng Chenggong's plans to attack 
Taiwan covered three different periods when he faced acute military and economic 
crises which represented actual objective needs and changing conditions. Some of 
the schemes and actions are not necessarily attributable to Zheng Chenggong him 
self; they were probably the whims of his subordinates. We know some of his 
subordinates had lived in Taiwan before they joined him. It is said Guo Huaiyi 
and Ho Bing were once Zheng Zhilong's followers. So the people of Taiwan were 

in close contact with Zheng Chenggong's subordinates. It is quite possible the 
plans and ideas of his subordinates which had reached Taiwan were regarded as his 
own. These intelligence reports gathered by the Dutch were not completely authen- 
tic. Some were bosed on rumors. However, they were not deliberate fabrications 
and reflected certain aspects of the objective situation. These reports on Zheng 
Chenggong's cherished plans to recover Taiwan happen to be true and therefore 
helps till in what has been missing in the Chinese records. 


why did Zheng Chensgong take more than 10 years to recover Taiwan? Personally, I 


think there are three reasons. First, his personal wish to recover Taiwan was not 
quite acceptable to his friends and subordinates. Some even opposed it because 
they thought it was unwise and cowardly to attack the red-hair (the Dutch) instead 
of tighting an allout war against the Qing and that Taiwan is too far removed from 
China to deserve any serious attention. For instance, Zhang Huangyan had written 
letters and poems to oppose the recovery of Taiwan. Many of these writings are 
preserved in the collected works of Zhang Cangshui. Zhang Huangyan's views were 
shared by others of the anti-Qing camp. The popular view at the time regarded 

it as a cowardly retreat to seek expansion overseas, especially with regard to 


Taiwan which, to them, was too far away from mainland China and required massive 
military operations to recover it. Zheng Chenggong therefore was not in a posi- 
tion to pursue the recovery of Taiwan as he could not afford to slacken under the 
circumstances the anti-Qing operations. Second, his early campaigns against the 
Qing were successful. In spite of occasional defeats as time went on, he was 
still able to hold his ground. The hope to crush the Qing forces began to dim 


ifter his defeat along the Changjiang. Moreover, odds began to run against his 
oastal operations because Huang Wu, a traitor, had advised the Qing forces to 
proceed along the coast. This prompted Zheng to decide to pursue immediately re- 
covery ot Taiwan. Third, Zheng Chenggong's army consisted of northerners and 
southerners. The southerners were the mainlanders of Fujian reluctant to leave 
home and settle down in Taiwan. They did not think Taiwan was easy to recover. 
iven (Tf they succeeded, they did not believe they would want to settle down in 
faiwan permanently with Little hope of returning home. Some of the field com 
manders mide their reluctance known to Zheng Chenggong at a meeting on the recov- 
ery of Taiwan. Only a small minority favored the campaign. He would have to face 
the displeasure of his field commanders if he insisted on proceeding eastward to 
take Taiwan. 
Zhen Chenggong made his position very clear in his reply to the questions raised 
by the Dutch negotiators: "Taiwan belongs to China. The reason we decided to let 
you Dutch people stay here temporarily was that the Chinese did not need it at 
that time. Now since we have to have it, all foreign visitors from distant lands 
like you Dutch must return it to the owner." The three reasons mentioned above 
explain why China did not need Taiwan in the past. But the circumstances had 
changed so much that he had to take it back to support his campaign against the 
Qing.

FUJIAN MARKS ZHENG CHENGGONG ANNIVERSARY--Fuzhou Fujian Provincial Service in 
Mandarin at 1120 GMT on 2 February carries a 2-minute report on "A poem recital 

and calligraphy and painting exhibition held in Fuzhou on 2 February by the Sun 
Yat-sen Art Institute, sponsored by the Fujian Provincial Committee under the 
Kuomintang Revolutionary Committee, to mark the 320th anniversary of the recovery 

of Taiwan by the national hero Zheng Chenggong." The report says that many veteran 
poets, calligraphers and painters respectively recite poems and demonstrated their 
artistic skills to honor national hero Zheng Chenggong and give their thoughts on 
Taiwan compatriots.

GUANGDONG EXHI BUT COMMEMORATES RECOVERY--Guangzhou, 1 Feb (XINHUA)--The 320th 
anniversary of the recovery of Taiwan by national hero Zheng Chenggong (1624-1662) 
is commemorated by an exhibition on Nanao Island, Guangdong Province. It was on 
this island directly across the straits from Taiwan that Zheng Chenggong trained 
his croops. On 1 February 1662 Zheng Chenggong, after a year's fighting, accepted 
the surrender of Dutch colonialists and recovered Taiwan, which had been occupied 
tor 38 years. The site of martial arts hall and drilling ground, where Zheng 
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Chenggong reportedly trained his men, still stand in a Nanao Island village. A 
signboard inscribed with the name of the hall hangs over the main gate, and a flag- 
pole which flew the colors of Zheng Chenggong, supreme commander, still stands. 

A flat rock, rising 3 meters out of the water, at nearby Nanpeng Island, is said 

to have been used as the supreme commander's platform for directing the navy. 
Photographs of these sites and some historical relics are being exhibited. Many 
tourists have visited Zheng Chenggong Memorial Hall in the Zheng family ancestral 
temple in Shijingzhen, Nanqggan County, Fujian Province, the native place of this 
national hero, where there is a permanent exhibition.
